“My praise shall be of thee in the great 
congregation: I will pay my vows before 
them that fear him. The meek shall eat 
and be satisfied: they shall praise the 
Lord that seek him: your heart shall live 
for ever,” Psa, 22: 25, 26. 


New Year’s Day is resolution day. I 
hope we will be able to say with the 
psalmist that we will pay our vows unto 
the Lord. A vow is a promise made to 
God of doing some good thing. When 
Jacob went into Mesapotamia he vowed 
to God and in later years we see Jacob 
paying that vow. God’s Word is very 
strict on the paying of vows. It is good 
for us to dedicate ourselves and what we 
have to the Lord. The prophets of old 
had set times for renewing their vows 
and this brought great blessings to their 
lives and gave them power with God. 

Some tell us that there is no use to 
make new resolutions. They say that they 
consecrated themselves when they were 
saved, sanctified, and filled with the 
Holy Ghost.

In Eccl. 5:4 we find some very solemn 
warnings concerning paying vows. The 
writer says, ““When thou vowest a vow 
unto God, defer not to pay it”; perform 
it with the sense of the obligation. This 
shows that a vow is an obligation and 
that cur promises must be diligently per- 
formed, Solomon said the Lord had no 
pleasure in fools, that is the hypocrites. 
This infers that those who fail to pay 
their vows put themselves in serious light 
before the Lord. Deut. 23:21 warns us 
that when we have taken a vow with the 
Lord our God we shall not slack to repay 
it for the Lord will surely require it of 
us.

TO OUR CUSTOMERS AND

As we have had quite a lot of trouble 
in getting the Evangel and packages to 
our people, I am giving here three para- 
graphs from a man who has had eight 
years’ experience in the rural and railway 
mail service, having worked for the mail 
service in ‘Washington some.

“(2) That person to whom going, and 
especially in case of a new address, has 
failed to give the postmaster, the city 
carrier, the rural carrier, or the star mail 
carrier their names written and notice of 
their proper address. (This will care for 
the remainder of trouble.) 

“But little, if any, of this trouble is 
the fault at the Publishing House, The 
person to whom going is responsible, in 
my mind; in rare instances, the postal of-

It 
seems to me that one of the things that 
should be uppermost in the minds of our 
people is to rescue the perishing and re- 
store the erring ones. __ 

I feel that we need a greater degree of 
forgiveness in our churches. I wonder 
what Jesus would do in such cases as this. 
What would some of our people do if 
they met a woman as Jesus did at the 
well in Samaria, with all of her guilt and 
sin? He knew just how to interest her in 
salvation. He first asked her for a drink 
of water, something she could give, then 
led her into the light of the blessings 
that could come from a loving Savior, 
and she in turn went out to tell others. 
It is said many believed because of the 
saying of the woman. When those 
Pharisaical church members found an- 
other woman in the act of sin, they sug- 
gested to Jesus, by their approach, that 
she ought to be stoned to death, but Je- 
sus knew how to bring forgiveness. I 
have always been sorry that what He 
wrote on the ground was not recorded, 
but they all turned away and Jesus said, 
“Go aad sin no more.” I am afraid that 
many who think they are the nicest, 
sweetest most valuable servants in the 
world, will wake up to find that their 
harshness and their pursuit for recogni- 
tion is not of God. O God, give us a 
revelation first of ourselves and then help 
us to see Jesus.

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REASONS FOR THE SUCCESS OF 
THE EARLY CHURCH 


The blessing and progress of the 
Church in the beginning was beyond any 
human expectation. 

Jesus had preached the “glad tid- 
ings” in every city and village in the 
land of Israel (Luke 8:1), and now He 
is crucified while a few awe stricken fol- 
lowers look on. After His resurrection He 
appeared to about five hundred brethren 
at once. In the upper room only one hun- 
dred and twenty tarried for the fulfill- 
ment of His great promise. After the 
descent of the Holy Ghost they started. 
It seemed that every possible obstacle 
confronted them, but they went forward 
and success attended their first step— 
three thousand souls were added to them 
in a day (Acts 2:41), and in a very 
short time another five thousand (Acts 
4:4), and a little later “multitudes both 
of men and women” (Acts 5:14), and 
another multitude (V. 16), and again 
the multitude of them that believed were 
together (Acts 4:32), and so the work 
went on and increased. 

Can we say, “But men are harder to- 
day?” How could they be? Look at the 
scribes, Pharisees, hypocrites, and hard 
sinners. We cannot deny that they had a 
secret to which the Church of to-day 
falls heir. 

1. They preached Jesus and Him cru- 
cified, most vividly, plainly, and power- 
fully. Such preaching had teeth, fire, and 
dynamite in it. The high priest said, “Ye 
have filled Jerusalem with your doctrine, 
and intend to bring this man’s blood 
upon us” (Acts 5:28). Such preaching 
brings the Church back to first princi- 
ples. All that the apostles knew of God 
or accomplished in His service was linked 
to Jesus and Him crucified. 

2. This great movement was designed 
and carried forward by the express direc- 
tions and power of the Lord Jesus Him- 
self. He had said, “I will build my 
church,” and it is said that ‘“‘the Lord 
worked with them.” He called Himself 
“the Lord of the harvest” (Luke 10:2), 
and in the power of the Holy Ghost He 
was ever present with them, He cheered 
them with such comforting words as 
“Lo, I am with you alway.” 

3. The personal lives of the apostles 
had much to do with the success of the

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Church. In the eyes of the people they 
were more than ordinary men. In their 
ministry there were continued evidences 
of the presence of the supernatural. On 
one occasion the people decided that the 
gods had come down among men and 
they prepared to sacrifice to them. 
Thank God, there are men on earth still 
who respect godly people when they 
come in contact with them. 

4. It was a movement in which all, 
both ministers and people, had a common 
interest. That which concerned one con- 
cerned all. Peter, James, John, and Paul 
lived on a level with the common people 
and even suffered more persecutions and 
hardships, if possible, to see the Church 
go, than the common people ever did. 
Paul, the mighty apostle, describes his 
feelings among the brethren in saying I 
am “less than the least of all saints.” 
There can be no doubt but that the spirit 
of humility, sacrifice, and suffering for 
the cause of Jesus in those days far ex- 
ceeded anything of that kind among us 
now. 

§. Another outstanding feature of 
their success was their missionary spirit. 
Their goal was not Jerusalem, Judea, and 
Samaria, but “the ends of the earth.” 
What a vision, and what a faith it took 
to follow it up. The apostles learned this 


combination, great visions, great faith, 
great undertakings for God, and great 
achievements, these go together. And, 


likewise, there is another combination, 
limited vision, small faith, small under- 
takings for the Lord, and the result, 
small achievements. The message of the 
apostles was for the whole man, in all 
time and for all men. This is still our 
goal.

101:6) or in other words 
He makes choice of them. This gives us 
His estimate of the faithful ones. 

2. God can trust men who are faith- 
ful: When we think of what God has 
accomplished on earth among men_ in 
ages past, we think of the faithful 
prophets and men who were true to 
Him under all conditions. There was 
Joseph sold into slavery and a condition 
most unendurable, but he was faithful to 
his God and promoted to a high place of 
honor because God could trust him. The 
Hebrew captives in Daniel’s day were 
carried far away from home and native * 
land, yet no king’s edict, nor any trial 
made a dent in their faith in God. 

3. Saint Paul referring to the minis- 
ters of Christ, whom he calls “stewards 
of the mysteries of God,” says it is re- 
quired “that a man be found faithful” 
(1 Cor. 4:1, 2). And it was to the 
faithful that He committed the oracles 
of God” (2 Tim. 2:2). What a trust! 

4. It is a great comfort to know the 
joy of sins forgiven and to be numbered 
with the redeemed. But God says “A 
faithful man shall abound with bless- 
ings” (Prov. 28:20). There is no limit to 
the blessings that come upon the every- 
day life of the faithful Christian. 

5. When the Lord comes for the final 
reckoning it is said “with him are the 
called, and chosen, and faithful” (Rev. 
17:14), and again it shall be said as in 
Matt. 25:21 “Thou hast been faithful 
over a few things, I will make thee ruler 
over many things: enter thou into the 
joy of thy lord.” We cannot now com- 
prehend the glory that is to be revealed, 
but it is our privilege to be among the 
faithful and share it in that great day.

If there ever was a 
time that God’s people needed to call a 
fast and pray until victory comes, it is 
now. Jesus is an example and He taught 
fasting and surely His people need to 
practice His teachings because there are 
many unclean spirits that need casting 
out and if we will fast and pray ‘The 
fervent, effectual prayer of a righteous 
man availeth much.” We shall see signs 
following and the Church of God will 
rise and shine, Praise the Lord!

If thou take 
away from the midst of thee the yoke, 
the putting forth of the finger, and 
speaking vanity.” 

We are commanded to let our light 
shine that our Father might be glorified. 
I don’t know of a better way than to 
pray through, get the old time power of 
God falling in our midst, and see signs 
and wonders wrought by the mighty 
hand of God. “Then shall thy light 
break forth as the morning and thine 
health shall spring forth speedily: and thy 
righteousness shall go before thee, the 
glory of the Lord shall be our rereward.”

A WEEK IN BIBLE SCHOOL 


Saturday is the day of relaxation— 
sleeping late, playing ball, shopping, and 
aimless walking, and, oh yes, mothers, by 
Saturday night we have all had our 
weekly bath. 

This day is also the traditional clean- 
up day and Brother Tharp makes us feel 
at home by launching a campaign to 
clean up the basement or classrooms. 

Well, let’s start through the day from 
the beginning. Breakfast is served at 
7:00 instead of 6:30 but we have the 
usual grits and gravy with meat, toast, 
and cocoa or coffee.

ELOCUTION 

Elocution:—a big word, with a big 
meaning! 

Two attitudes toward this class gener- 
ally prevail: some students carefully omit 
it from their schedule; others plunge in- 
to the class, expecting to have fun with 
little work attached. Both attitudes are 
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slightly erroneous and are modified by 
contact with and greater knowledge 
of the subject. I have heard that some 
people would ban this subject from the 
B. T. S. curriculum. Surely they do not 
know what this study includes, 

It is not a class for training actors, not 
a study of dramatics. It is not the pur- 
pose of the class to teach students to 
imitate others, or to “put on” in speech 
or gestures. 

Effective speech, not affected and de- 
fective, is the ultimate aim in view. 

Have you ever listened to a speaker, 
lecturer, preacher, teacher, salesman, 
whose tone of voice was so monotonous 
you had to compel yourself to listen? 
Have you heard some one speak whose 
rasping voice so grated on you that you 
were miserable while you listened? Do 
you ever have to “strain your ear” to 
hear the speaker, or struggle diligently 
to understand his mumbled, indistinct 
words? The study of Elocution helps to 
correct such defects. 

The course includes a study of the 
voice and all the vocal expressions com- 
mon to the English language. This is 2 
great help in pronunciation and enuncia- 
tion. It also deals with tonality and tone- 
placement in an effort to eliminate the 
monotone voice. Students are instructed 
to speak in full, rounded tones, rather 
than in the way which produces harsh, 
strained tones. 

Do you yourself tremb'e to speak be- 
fore a group, even to testify? This 
study will help you to be at ease and 
relieve that fear of facing an audience. 
It also serves as a memory aid, and 
strives to eliminate blank and inexpres- 
sive speakers. Too, it corroborates with 
the English Department, in that errors in 
grammar and speech are corrected. 

Because of the importance of the mes- 
sage we carry, Christian workers need to 
be able to tell the story of Jesus effec- 
tively. In testifying, preaching, and talk. 
ing to sinners about their souls, we need 
to speak clearly and distinctly so we may 
be heard and understood, and in a tone 
of voice to which they will liston and 
heed. 

This study of speech art would be 
beneficial to all of us.—Mildred Black- 
well.

MT. ZION BIBLE SCHOOL 


Some have asked for more informa- 
tion about our Bible School. This is a 
cause worthy of support. One young 
man, named Kurevilla, was awakened to 
the full gospel way by meetings held in 
his vicinity, and came here for Bible 
study, in spite of opposition from his 
parents. He was so crude at first that 
some questioned the wisdom of our tak- 
ing such a student. He was secretly 
smoking, but praise the Lord, in a short 
time he was saved, baptized in water, 
sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Spirit. He obeyed the call of God and has 
been witnessing for Him. About three 
months ago he went forth to the Tamil 
country with no promise of support. We 
paid his railway fare from here. 

We've shed tears of joy when we have 
heard of how God is using him, He and 
the sanyasi have walked for miles in the 
great heat, once making a tour of forty 
miles at the end of which the sanyasi was 
taken down with cholera. A wire was 
sent to us Saturday, Nov. 7th, and much 
prayer was offered. We felt that God 
had heard but had no further news till 
early Tuesday morning when Kurevilla 
and the sanyasi arrived here at head- 
quarters. After the wire was sent, the 
latter got better but later he grew worse 
than before, and on the afternoon of the 
9th there were symptoms of death. He 
could not speak, and Hindus and nominal 
Christians looking on thought he would 
soon die. Suddenly the power of God 
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came upon him as the brethren 
praying around him and he was able to 
say, ‘Praise the Lord” and “Hallelujah.” 
He himself rebuked the disease in the 
name of Jesus and he was healed. He got 
up, dressed, and prepared to leave. In a 
short time he was on his way to make 
the journey, three miles of which was by 
bullock cart, then by train, and about 
thirty miles by bus. He even ate food 
along the way not suitable for one just 
over the cholera to eat, but was none the 
worse for it. Kurevilla stood by and has 
been kept from the disease. Glory to 
God! They expect to start back to the 
Tamil country tomorrow. 

Another Bible student named Chako 
was used of God in the salvation of a 
Hindu young man, whom we have named 
John. Afterwards John too came to 
Bible school and through him his wife, 
mother, and sister have been saved. The 
sister, named Esther, has received the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit. When she 
was baptized a little over two years ago 
she could not read or write, but through 
God’s grace she has learned to read the 
Bible and has been in Bible school this 
year. She is an able student and a prom- 
ising worker, This truly is “bread cast 
upon the waters.” I could write so much 
about different students—a number of 
Marys, Markose, two named Thomas, 
Matthew, and others. 

Usually we have classes for about 
three months of the year and that has 
been a burden because of finances. How- 
ever, this year we had classes for five 
months—from June to November. We 
closed down about the middle of Novem- 
ber, then had four days’ special teaching 
for the workers connected with this 
work. Now during this time of district 
conventions and evangelistic campaigns 
the faculty and students can do practi- 
cal work. This is the time when the 
rainy season is over. 

We plan to start classes again by the 
middle of next May, continuing to the 
middle of November, if the Lord tarries. 
According to the present rate of ea- 
change, it costs $1.50 a month to keep 
a student. This provides two meals a day 
and clothing. Of course support is 
needed for those students who are doing 
practical work. Just think of what an 
investment $18.00 a year is! During this 
year of Bible school eight students fol- 
lowed the Lord in baptism and six have 
received the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 
Others are seeking the baptism. We ask 
you to pray that they soon will be filled. 
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—Bertha N. Cook, corresponding secre-
